Governor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract  of 
land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improvement 
district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to 
the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing:

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
